Three local 
students 
on UK 
Deans List 

LEXINGTON, Ky. (Jan. 14, 2015) 
- For the first time, more than 6,000 
students have made the University 
of Kentucky Dean’s List. UK has 
released its Dean’s List for the Fall 
2014 semester. 

Three former Hickman County 
High School students were among 
the record high 6,366 students that 
were recognized for their outstanding 
academic performance. That’s an 
increase of nearly 500 since Fall 2013 
and nearly 900 more than Spring 2014.

and “exemplary” in the area of cultural 
leadership. 

Henderson wasn’t the only one 
receiving praise at Thursday evenings 
meeting. Brooklyn Naranjo a second 
grader at Hickman County Elementary 
School and a member of Mrs. Frizzell’s 
class, was lauded for her performance 
in the classroom. Naranjo, who was 
present at the meeting with her mother 
and teacher, was humble amidst the 
praise from Mrs. Frizzell, who said 


that she often sent the high achiever 
to fourth or fifth grade math classes in 
order to keep her challenged. Richard 
Todd, principal at the elementary 
school, said that school administration 
has to spend a lot of time working with 
students that may be falling behind, 
but noted that it is important that we 
recognize and continue to challenge 
those at the other end of the spectrum. 

An item that demanded discussion at 
the meeting was a potential change to 


the schools’ cellphone policy. Hickman 
County High School Principal Kevin 
Estes said that while Hickman County 
Schools have a more relaxed policy 
than that of surrounding districts, 
cellphones are still abused during 
instructional time. 

Students are currently allowed to 
keep their cellphones on them while in 
school, but are only allowed to use the

Constant through the ages 

Bro. Tom Hoskins’s life has changed 
a lot over the past 60 years, but his 
technology has remained the same

If you walk into the Hoskins residence in Clinton at the 
right time of day, you will hear a sound that hasn’t graced 
most people’s ears for the last 20 years. It’s the clickety- 
clack of the Smith-Carona manual typewriter that Bro. Tom 
Hoskins has typed his sermon outlines on for the past 15 
years. 

In a world where research is done through online search 
engines like Google, and sermons are prepared with the aid 
of bible study software such as BibleWorks, Accordance, or 
Logos, and presented with the visual aid of a Powerpoint or 
Apple Keynote presentation, Hoskins sits at his desk in his 
small in-house study and refers to his Strongs Concordance 
and his collection of conservative commentaries and 
prepares his lessons each week. He drafts his sermons on 
notebook paper and then types an outline on his typewriter. 
He has never owned a computer, and never wanted one. 

In contrast to most of society, his technology and method 
of study have remained the same through the decades as 
everything else in his life continued to change. In his 81 
years on this Earth, Hoskins has pastored in five states 
and preached in many others, including sermons given 
in Guatemala and Belize. Through his pulpit sermons, 
newspaper articles, and 20-year radio program, he believes 
he has delivered as many as 6,600 lessons. And that is after

a late conversion and beginning in ministry. 

Hoskins grew up in Clinton before graduating from 
Central High School and heading to St. Louis during the 
Korean War to work at stove factory, which made bombs 
during his short tenure there. He came back home and 
farmed for a year before being drafted into the Army. The 
young draftee was assigned to a tank division at Fort Polk, 
La. after basic training.

phones during breaks and lunch - not during class. 

“We’re losing instructional time,” Estes told board members. 

He presented the board members with a report on area districts 
and different cellphone policies that can be adopted. He mentioned 
that when he was working in Ballard County, the students’ phones 
stayed in the locker while they were in class. Board members 
agreed that a similar policy might need to be adopted in Hickman 
County. Estes encouraged the board members to look at all the 
options and make a well-informed decision on a policy that will 
stay in place for several years. 

Superintendent Casey Henderson reminded Estes and the board 
members that, in absence of a district-wide policy change, it would 
still be within Estes’ authority to make an executive decision to 
revoke the students’ cellphone privileges if he deems the action 
necessary. 

It was discussed that in addition to a lenient policy, enforcement 
of the policy is not uniform across all classes, with some teachers 
being more lenient than others when it comes to cellphone use 
in their classrooms. It was mentioned that in many cases it is the 
student’s parents that send text messages during instructional time, 
distracting the students from their learning. 

Boardmembers left with information and ideas with the 
understanding that a change to the existing policy may be made 
soon. 

In other business, Henderson reminded board members that the 
Falcon Academy Sponsor Appreciation Luncheon will be held 
Tuesday, Jan. 27 at the Hickman County High School gym. He 
extended congratulations to Kayla Boaz, Stacy Fujisawa, Jade 
Florence, and Franki Richie for being selected for the All “A” 
Classic scholarship. These students had to travel to Frankfort for an 
interview process and were selected by a panel of representatives. 
They will go back to Frankfort during the state tournament for a 
recognition banquet and presentation of their scholarship money, 
which will be $1,000 for each student.

After fulfilling his two-year obligation, Hoskins left the Army 
in 1957 and attended Murray State College for one year, then went 
to Memphis, Tenn. to work for International Harvester’s Truck 
Division. 

It was during his 16-year stay in Memphis that he married 
Dorothy, his wife of almost 52 years, and became a Christian. In 
1965, the 31-year-old new Christian felt that the Lord was calling 
him into public ministry. He began taking night classes at Mid- 
South Bible College in Memphis while still working at International 
Harvester. In 1969 he pastored an inner-city ministry and in 1970 
entered Mid-South Bible College full-time, and worked in the 
afternoons at a trucking line. 

Hoskins’s home church, Fairline Baptist Church, asked him to 
be an associate pastor there, and he accepted. He also taught Bible 
at the Christian school that was affiliated with the congregation. 
During this time he received his Bachelor of Arts in Pastoral 
Ministry from Mid-South Bible College. 

In 1974 he left his 16-year home in Memphis and became pastor 
of the First Baptist Church in Madison, Ark. During his time at 
Madison, he commuted the 35 miles back to Memphis and attended 
Mid-America Baptist Seminary, where he received his Master’s 
Degree. 

Hoskins went to Biscoe, Ark., in 1979 to pastor the First Baptist 
Church there, where he stayed for 21 years. While at Biscoe, he 
did extensive correspondence work with Andersonville Baptist 
Seminary. 

In 2000, Hoskins went to Albia, Iowa, for mission work, then 
returned to Arkansas the next year and became pastor of the First 
Baptist Church at Black Rock, where he only stayed one year and 
three months. 

“I was looking for an opening because I was ready to come back 
home to Kentucky,” he says. 

He found that opening at Mt. Moriah Baptist Church and 
returned to Hickman County after being gone for more than 40 
years. He pastored at Mr. Moriah for three years and went to the 
First Southern Baptist Church in Cairo, Ill., where he pastored from 
2005 to the spring of 2012, when he resigned due to his wife’s 
medical condition. He is still communing to Cairo on Sunday 
mornings to preach. Even when he left for Cairo, Hoskins knew 
he would return to Clinton before too long, keeping his house in 
Grubbs Subdivision. 

“We stayed up there in Cairo from Wednesday through Sunday 
night, then would come back to Clinton until the next Wednesday,” 
he said. 

He continues to write columns each week for the local 
newspapers, which he has done for the past 36 years at the various 
places where he has worked. While in Arkansas, he had a radio 
ministry that he continued for 20 years. 

In modern times, it is becoming increasingly difficult for 
Hoskins to find suppliers for typewriter ribbon and paper. He says 
he will use one for a while, then they will quit carrying the supplies 
and he has to find someone else. He has been using his current 
Smith-Carona typewriter for the 
past 15 years. He has another 
one in the garage just in case 
something happens or it wears 
out, but it hasn’t, despite daily 
use. 

“It’s just a way of life for me,” 

Hoskins says of his mid-20 th 
century technology, “everyone 
says it’s been a hindrance, but I 
don’t see how.”

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Generating passive income 

D ear Dave, 

I’ve been following your plan, 
and I’d like to find a way to make 
a little more money on the side. 

Do you have any ideas for generating some 
passive income?

Dear Taiwan, 

First, I want to make sure 
you’re not getting involved 
with some get-rich-quick 
scheme, like a nothing- 
down real estate seminar. 

“Passive income” is a term 
that’s sometimes attached 
to those sorts of things. 

Passive income is pretty simple; it’s 
income off of investments. In other words, 
it’s money you set aside that makes you 
money. There’s not any other income that is 
real passive income. 

If you wrote a book and got royalties 
from the sales, some people would call that 
passive income. I get royalties from the 
books I’ve written over the years, but the 
people who would call that “passive income” 
didn’t follow me around while I was working 
my tail off to write and sell those things. To 
me, it wasn’t passive income at all; it was a 
business. Technically, the government would 
call it passive income. But they don’t have 
anything to do with reality. 

When it comes to passive income, I only 
invest in two things — real estate, for which 
I pay cash, and good growth stock mutual 
funds. Active income usually takes the form 
of a small business idea or your career. 

That’s income that you, yourself, are literally 
creating. 

But that’s how I look at that stuff. Some 
people may have a different view on it, but I 
like to keep things simple.

Its a smart buy! 

Dear Dave, 

I’m following your plan and trying to find 
different ways to save money. What’s a good 
way to decide whether or not you need full- 
coverage insurance on an automobile? 

Barbara 

Dear Barbara, 

I think you should look at a couple of 
things. First, you need full-coverage or 
collision if you don’t have a lot of money, 
because you’ll end up walking if the car gets 
totaled. You need this coverage even if it’s 
a $2,000 car. You might keep the deductible 
a little high to save on premiums and then, 
if something unexpected happens, you can 
cover the out-of-pocket expense with your 
emergency fund. 

Let’s say you have $50,000 in savings. 
You’re driving a $5,000 car, and you decide 
to drop collision coverage because you’re 
thinking if you total it you can just write a 
check and replace the car. You can, but then 
you have to look at the other side of the coin. 
What does this collision coverage cost per 
year versus the $5,000 risk you’re taking? 

I’ve run those numbers a few times, and 
generally I find collision insurance to be a 
pretty smart buy!
